We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of Northfield and the combining and 
individual fund financial statements of the Town of 
Northfield as of and for the year ended December 31, 1988, 


as listed in the table of contents. These financial 
statements are the responsibility of the Town of 
Northfield’s management. Our responsibility is to express 


an opinion on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan 
and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about 
whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatements. An audit includes examining, on a test 
basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in 
the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing 
the accounting principles used and significant estimates 
made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit 
provides a reasonable basis for out opinion. 


As described in Note 1C, the general purpose financial 
statements referred to above do not include the General 
Fixed Asset Group of Accounts, which should be included to 
conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The 
amount that should be recorded in the General Fixed Asses 
Account Group is not known. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed 
Asset Group of Accounts results in an é incomplete 
presentation, as explained in the above paragraph, the 
general purpose financial statements referred to above 
present fairly, in all material respects, the 
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financial position of the Town of Northfield at December 31, 
1988, and the results of its operations and the changes in 
financial position of its nonexpendable thrust funds for the 
year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles. Also, in our opinion, the combining 
and individual fund financial statements referred to above 
present fairly, in all material respects, the financial 
position of each of the individual funds of the Town of 
Northfield at December 31, 1988, and the results of 
operations of such funds and the changes in financial 
position of individual nonexpendable trust funds for the 
year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles.

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SELECTMEN’S ANNUAL REPORT 


In reviewing the year 1989, we are encouraged by the 
progress that has been made in responding to the pressures 
and demands of our growing community. It is only through 
the tireless efforts of our dedicated employees’ and 
volunteers that this progress has been achieved. 


In January, the Town’s first administrative assistant was 
hired to assist the Board of Selectmen and various 
committees with managing a $1.7 million municipal budget. 
Procedural changes have been implemented which have helped 
to deliver services in a more timely, efficient and cost- 
effective manner. 


We have now fully computerized the Town’s recording keeping 
systems with a municipal tax billing and accounting software 
program purchased from Business Management Systems of 
Franconia. We also installed Word Perfect, DBase and Quatro 
so that all of the Town’s data processing needs are met in- 
house. The staff has demonstrated unusual patience putting 
the new system on line. 


We recently completed a town-wide revaluation by the firm of 
Municipal Management, Inc. of Chelmsford, MA. The purpose 
of a revaluation is to make assessments more equitable - the 
last such revaluation was conducted in 1979. Values of the 
1989 Tax year were based on an extensive market analysis of 
all sales in Northfield for the previous year. The total 
value of taxable land and buildings in the town increased 
from $42,562,088 to $144,883,780. Questions that were 
raised pertaining to ownership, map & lot status and usage 
are being resolved through an on-going tax map maintenance 
program. 


Managing our municipal solid waste has been a major concern 
this past year. In March, the Town adopted an ordinance 
giving the Selectmen control of how our refuse is collected 
and disposed. Through negotiations, we were able to begin 
delivering household refuse to the Concord Incinerator 
(COOP) three months ahead of schedule, thus saving over 
$3,008 in tipping fees during the transition. 


Opening of the new Transfer/Recycling Area occurred on 
November lst of this year. Our Administrative Assistant 
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obtained all of the necessary permits and approvals, thus 
were able to return $29,300 to the general fund that had 
been budgeted for hiring an engineering firm to open the new 
site. It is most rewarding to see such an ambitious 
volunteer recycling effort. We were able to reduce our 
guaranteed annual tonnage estimates to the COOp by 2@@ tons, 
a savings of $8,800. Special thanks is extended to all 
those who served on the Northfield Solid Waste Committee as 
their volunteer effort is what made our recycling program 
possible. 


Regarding closure of the old site behind the Town Sheds, the 
Town had appropriated $32,508 for engineering fees and 
$15,808 for ground monitoring well installation. Through a 
competitive bidding process, the Selectmen hired the firm of 
I.E.P. of Portsmouth, to conduct the hydrogeological study 
required by the State as part of the approval of our closure 
plans. We hope to have the closure plans approved by the 
State this summer, then we can prepare bids and have an 
accurate estimate of actual closure costs for the 1991 Town 
Meeting. Last year the Town appropriated $53,506 to a 
capital reserve fund to offset the anticipated costs of the 
actual closure. 


Cable TV negotiations are continuing. Three companies have 


submitted franchise proposals. The goal of the Selectmen 
has been to provide the entire Town with coverage as soon as 
possible. Special thanks to Steve Mazur, George Duffey, 


Eric Faller, Susan White, Joyce Johnson and Frank Edmunds 
for providing valuable assistance and information to the 
Selectmen during the negotiation process. 


Energy saving improvements are currently being made to the 
Town Hall. Our Administrative Assistant obtained a grant 
from the Governor’s Energy Office for 100% funding for an 
energy audit of all Town Buildings. As a result of the 
audit, the Town is now eligible to receive additional grant 
money from the GEO for up to 58% of the cost of improvements 
for replacement windows and new heating system at the Town 
Hall and Police Station. 


Projects for 1998 are to implement a more aggressive cash 
management program, review the Town’s personnel policies and 
fringe benefits package, seek competitive bids for products 
and services, update our tax _ maps, reactivate the 
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Conservation Commission and further implement procedures 
for more responsive municipal operations. We also support 
the Northfield Planning Board’s efforts to update the Town’s 
Master Plan and adopt a Capital Improvements Plan. 


Once again, we would like to extend our appreciation to all 
Town employees and those who serve on our Boards and 
Committees as their effort is what makes Northfield a 
special place to live and work.

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ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 


1989 was a very busy year for the Northfield Highway 
Department. There was not much snow this winter which 
caused severe ice problems, frozen culverts, water freezing 
in the ditches and running out into the roads. We started 
into spring (mud season) with above normal amounts of mud, 
we then did our spring road grading. 


Next was the repair and replacement of many culverts that 
had caused some of the icing problems. The next major 
project was the removal of the old narrow bridge on Oak Hill 
Road, replacing the culvert with a new multi-plate culvert 
and repaving the road. 


This was followed by the many usual Summer & Fall 
construction projects, such as paving, seal coating, road 
widening, fall grading of dirt roads, and the fall job of 
stock piling winter sand. 


The year of 1998 has begun with a lot of ice storms causing 
heavy use of salt and sand to make driving safer. 

Projectes for 1998 are: rebuilding & paving of 
approximately 4,400 ft. of Shaker Road from Rt. 148 up, 
rebuilding & paving 3,0@@6 ft. of Bay Hill Road, rebuilding & 
paving 2,500 ft. of Zion Hill Road and the construction of 
widening and graveling Bay Hill Extension. 


I would like to thank the many tax payers for their help and 
support on the projects done for 1989.

The Northfield Solid Waste Committee was formed after the 
1989 Town Meeting. Since its formation, your committee has 
been very busy looking into ways of reducing the total cost 
of solid waste disposal. Our goal has been and will 
continue to be the reduction of solid waste disposal costs 
to the Town of Northfield. We plan to accomplish our goals 
by getting the maximum value from dollars spent. 


We have established an education fund out of donations from 
private individuals, local businesses and from the proceeds 
of the sale of cans we collected at Old Home Day. We would 
like to thank all of you who stopped by our booth to sign up 
for our voluntary recycling program, and all of the kids 
that were so energetic in collecting cans for us. Your help 
has gotten our pilot program off to an outstanding start. 


All of us have put in long hours sifting through a variety 
of materials, listening to guest speakers and touring other 
recycling facilities. We have done this to avoid making the 
same mistakes other communities have, and to formulate the 
best possible plan at the lowest cost that will allow 
Northfield to be prepared to meet legislative demands in the 
future. We have also explored the availability of state 
funds to help remove some of the startup burden from the 
taxpayers. Many of you have noticed and commented on the 
large stockpiles of plastics and newspapers at the dropoff 
center. With the approval of the budget at Town Meeting, we 
will purchase the baler and make the necessary improvements 
to the site that will effectively reduce the room these item 
take up. It is important that you are aware that 
stockpiling of these goods is a necessity. The more goods 
we have to market at one time will increase the amount per 
unit we receive. The equipment and improvements we plan 
will make the stockpiling more efficient and financially 
reqarding. 


Your Solid Waste Committee is here to serve you and our 
town’s best interests. We need your support also. We 
welcome your suggestions and constructive criticism. Join 
us in making our first effort--Recycling--as successful as 
we know it can be.

SUMMARY 


The 1989 year was an exciting one for the Cooperative as the 
long awaited Plant and Ashfill came on line in time and 
within budget. When all factors are complete we will be 
entering the 1998 year with an anticipated $58,000 in our 
Operating Reserve Fund and the same Tipping Fee of $36.45 
per ton as we had in 1989. Including the shakedown period 
from April 89 to August 28, 1989 and the Commercial 
Operations from August 28 to November 20, 1989 the Plant 
processed 107,285 tons of refuse and the Co-op disposed of 
41,529 tons of ash through it’s Operator, J.D. McLeod at the 
Ashfill. It is anticipated that the Co-op Towns/Cities will 
dispose of 120,808 tons of trash in 1998 which will be about 
78% of the Plant capacity. Once again many thanks to the 
Co-op representatives who have spent many evenings in 
guiding this project to it’s present status.

NORTHFIELD HOUSING COOPERATIVE PROJECT 


In 1989, the Town of Northfield began the "Northfield 
Housing Cooperative Project", which is using a Community 
Development Block Grant to renovate multi-family buildings 
in the Town Center area. This first-in-the-State approach 
will also provide affordable housing for future generations. 
This Project is being administered by the Franklin Area 
Community Land Trust, Inc. (FACLT), which organizes housing 
cooperatives to provide affordable home-ownership for low 
and moderate income tenants. 


The first buildings to be renovated are at 11-13 Vine Street 
and 20 Vine Street, which are managed by the Vine Street 
Cooperative Estates. This six-apartment complex had many 
health and safety violations, including old and dangerous 
electrical wiring, ancient heating systems which emitted 
toxic fumes, and deteriorating structures. 


Low-interest loans were provided to the Co-op to work with 
local contractors to resolve these problems, and the work is 
almost complete. There are now four families living there, 
with two more units to be filled upon’ completing 
renovations. In addition, other property owners on Vine 
Street have improved their buildings, helping to turn around 
the decline of the neighborhood. 


The buildings at 5 Arch Street and 41 Elm Street are 
scheduled to be renovated this Spring, and several more 
properties are under consideration. This will preserve 
affordable housing in the area, and will help make the Town 
Center area a desirable place for families once again.

The Youth Assistance Program was established in 1975 by 
townspeople of Northfield, Sanbornton and Tilton. Motivated 
by concern for area youths, its founders brought their 
knowledge and skills together to develop a means’ to 
effectively divert young people from the Juvenile Court 
System. They had the foresight to realize that young people 
are more readily helped in the community where they live. 


The Program was, and continues to be a good investment in 
the future of the towns’ youths and also a sound financial 
investment. Young people receive help before they become 
involved in more serious problems, that are difficult to 
treat and costly to the community. Police and schools are 
relieved of Juvenile Offender work that can be handled by 
the program with less expense. 


The goals of the program are: to work to prevent 
destructive behavior by young people and to help youths 
learn to make appropriate choices in order that they may 
reach their greatest potential as valuable members of 
society. Professional staff, a network of volunteers and 
the caring of the community have helped make the Youth 
Assistance Program work.
